After having been in the, water 
for more thon 98 hours, a Chinese 
fisherman returned té the Colony. 
yesterday to tell a pitiful story of 
how his junk was wrecked by 2 
typhoon and how his two brothers 
had beew claimed by the seu 

It appears from, his story, when 

interviewed by a Daily Pres repre- 
sentative, that he and his" two 
brothers act cut’in a smal! fishing 
boat from Ah Chow to Kei Shek, 
near Sanmi.’. They were ‘lallowed 
by. five other smaller craft, About 
July etth or 25th ‘at about 8 p.m. 
when the boats were near Harlem 
Bay, they were caught by a 
"typhoon. A huge sweep of waves, 
a fierce gust and the bosta turned 
turtle. , . 
» The survivor was unable’ ta ac- 
count for the other boats, for it was 
pitch-dark.aad all he could do was 
to cling on to the stern of his own 
craft, -Hia younger brother also 
held on to some-wreckage néar him; 
but the other was washed away and 
had mever been seen again., 


These two brothers could see cach 
other, but could not owing to 
the heavy wind blowing which took 
their bresth away. When the 
younger trouble was in difficulty 


and had to: relinquish his hol, the 


clder brother was unble to go to 
his assistance. “ I had to see with 
my open eyes how my brother gave 
up the unequal fight and allowed 
himself to go‘under,” he said. 

This man apparently had’a better 
part of wrecked vessel to cling to 
for he was in the water for no less 
than 28 hours before he was picked 
-up-by..a junk ‘and-brought back -ta!
